(xKNKUAL  MOin'ALITV — It  is  with  great  satisfaction  that  1 
point  out  the  important  fall  in  the  Death  rate  this  year;  indeed,  it 
is  lower  than  in  any  year  for  which  I  have  statistics.  The  decline 
is  general  as  far  as  age  is  concerned,  and  with  the  exceptions  of 
Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  and  Heart  Diseases  (for  which  the  numbers 
arc  about  the  same  as  last  year)  applies  to  all  causes  of  death. 
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INFANT  MOlITATiTTT. — The  deaths  of  children  under  one  year 
number  95,  against  ijj  last  year,  97  in  1903,  and  115  in  1902.

It  will  be  noticed  that  this  year’s  rate  is  42  per  thousand  lower 
than  that  of  last  year.  L’nder  the  age  of  live  years  the  deaths 
numbered  133,  as  compared  with  199  in  1904,  156  in  1903,  and 
174  in  1902. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  infantile  mortality  is  lower  this  year 
than  it  has  been  lor  many  year's  (except  in  1903,  when  it  was 
slightly  less),  'fhcre  is  still  great  room  for  improvement.  As  I 
said  last  year,  improper  feeding  is  the  main  cause  of  the  deaths  of 
infants.  In  some  parts  of  the  country  milk  depots  and  pure  milk 
societies  are  being-  formed,  and  in  several  of  our  lai'gc  cities  milk 
absolutely  pure  can  Ijc  obtained  at  a  fair  price  for  infants  who 
are  deprived  of  breast  milk.  In  these  days  of  falling'  birth  rate 
it  is  more  than  ever  necessary  that  everything  should  be  done  to 
ensure  to  the  newly-born  the  best  chance  of  growing'  up  to  manhood 
and  womanhood.  I  commend  this  matter  to  the  special  attention 
of  the  Council.

SLAIfLKT  KLVLIL  Sixty-nine  cases  were  noiihed  duriny  the 
year,  a  i^re.at  iniproxa-ment  on  1904,  when  400  eases  were  re|)orte(l. 
Onedeatli  occurred.  Seven  patients  were  removed  to  the  I'lorence 
Xii^ht inhale  Hospital. 


DIPHTHKKIA — Eleven  cases  were  reported,  as  ag'ainst  34  in 
IQ04,  23  in  1903,  and  42  in  1902.  There  were  no  deaths.  Four 
of  the  cases  were  removed  to  the  Florence  Ni^htinf^ale  Hospital. 
Fi^'lit  of  the  cases  c.ame  from  Black  Lane  Ward,  whereas  none 
were  reported  from  Radclifle  Hall  Waard,  which  had  16  last  year.

DIARP fKEA.— Xineteen  deaths  occurred  from  this  complaint, 
as  compaicd  with  31  last  year.  fourteen  of  these  deaths  were  of 
children  under  five  years  of  age.

MEASLES. — Five  deaths  occurred  from  this  cause,  as  against 
if>  in  1904,  14  in  1903,  and  [3  in  1902. 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  Is  a  great  improvement  this  year, 
both  in  the  number  of  cases  notified  and  the  number  of  deaths  from 
zymotic  diseases. 

PHTHISIS  caused  13  deaths,  as  compared  with  30  last  year. 
The  rate  per  1,000  is  0.38.  In  i9o_|  it  was  1.17,  in  1903  0.86,  and 
1.22  in  1902. 

HRO.NCHITTS,  PNEEMONTA  .4NH  PLEFRISY  gave  rise  to  98 
deaths,  or  a  rate  of  3.84  per  1,000,  against  a  rate  of  3.88  in  1904,

Section  132  of  this  Act,  I  have  to  report  that  all  the  necessary 
details  regarding  adequate-  ventilation,  clctinliness,  overcrowding, 
drainage  of  floors,  sanitary  conveniences  and  other  matters,  have 
received  attention  at  the  hands  of  mys(-If  and  your  Sanitary 
Inspe-etor  at  various  time-s  during  the  past  year.  The  several 
premises  subject  to  inspection  under  the  Act  have  as  a  rule  fairly 
come  up  to  the  requisite  standard  in  all  the  points  above-mentioned, 
and  such  visits  of  inspection  as  1  have  personallv  made  have  satis- 
ficfl  me  that  employers  g(‘nerally  are  endeavouring'  so  to  carry  on 
their  businesses  that  evi-ry  requin-ment  of  the  law  shall  be  faith¬ 
fully  obeyed. 

I  append  the  report  of  ATr.  Smith,  .Sanitarv  Inspector;  you  will 
see  that  he  continues  to  carry  out  the  nuiltifarious  duties  devolving 
upon  hini  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner.

Centlemen, 

I  ha\e  tile  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  sixth  Annual  Reiiort 
of  tlie  work  done  in  the  Fletilth  nepartment  duriii"'  the  year  190^, 
to^rether  with  particulars  of  nuisances  abated,  and  improvements 
efiected  thereby. 

.As  will  be  seen  from  the  following'  report  and  summary,  much 
uselul  work  lias  been  done  in  securing  the  abatement  of  nuisances, 
and  in  remo\ing  many  insanitary  conditions  which  may  be  dealt 
with  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1S75,  and  other  Acts  and  the 
CouiK'il  s  Bye-laws.  The  proxisions  ol  .Section.  92  of  the  Public 
Health  .\ct,  1875,  rec|uiring  Loeail  .Authorities  to  make  systematic 
inspection  of  their  district,  huxe  receixed  attention,  and  a  house 
to  house  xisitation  has  been  made  in  a  number  of  streets  in  different 
parts  of  the  district. 

Premises  xx^ere  also  visited  upon  compltiint  being  made,  and 
xvhen  sickness  occurred  therein;  the  total  number  of  inspections 
being  1,463. 

Txvo  hundred  and  (ifty-onc  preliminarv  notices  in  respect  of 
nuisances  discox^ered  in  the  course  of  inspection  xvcrc  served 
upon  oxxne*rs  or  occupiers,  to  abate  nuisances  or  carry  out  sanitary 
improx ements.  The  greatc'r  portion  ol  the  notices  receixed  prompt 
attention,  but  in  a  lutmber  ol  instances  nuisances  affecting  1S9 
houses  xvcrc  reported  to  the  Committee,  and  statutory  notices 
oirlered  to  be  served.  In  most  cases  the  nuisances  have  been 
abated  or  promises  given  that  the  work  xvill  be  proceeded  xvith 
without  delay. 

Frequent  re-inspections  of  premi.ses  xvere  made  to  ensure  the 
proper  carrying  out  ol  the  xvork,  and  a  great  many  ap|)ointments 
in  all  parts  of  the  Oistrict  hax'e  been  kept  xv^ith  oxx^ners,  occupiers, 
&c. ,  respecting  complaints  of  nuisances  or  sanitary  xvorks  to  be 
carried  out. 
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The  work  of  Street  Scavenging  is  receiving  careful  attention, 
l)ut  with  the  addition  oi  new  streets,  and  tlic  increase  in  the  number 
of  paved  back  streets,  which  is  urgently  needed,  the  work  required 
to  be  executed  is  becoming  too  much  for  the  present  staff. 

There  are  1,206  tra|)|)eil  and  1,252  untrapped  street  gullies 
regularly  emptied.  1  he  total  number  for  the  year  was  31,742. 

■Again  1  have  to  report  that  1  have  received  numerous  com¬ 
plaints  of  stench  arising  from  the  public  sewers  through  the  grids 
of  the  above  untrapped  gullies  and  the  open  manhole  covers,  and 
1  am  of  opinion  that  if  all  the  gullies  were  trapped,  the  manhole 
covers  sealed,  with  ventilating  shafts  at  regular  intervals,  together 
with  a  systematic  cleansing  of  the  decomposed  sewage  matter  from 
the  sewers  throughout  the  District,  this  cause  of  complaint  would 
be  remedied. 

The  ^^'^orkshops  have  been  periodically  visited.  In  several 
instances  the  attention  of  the  occupiers  was  drawn  to  their  non- 
compliance  with  the  Factory  and  ^^"orkshops  .Act,  igoi  ;  the  cause 
of  these  complaints  being  remedied  forthwith. 

A  number  of  complaints  have  been  made  by  the  Factory 
Inspector;  structural  defects  in,  and  type  of  sanitary  conveniences 
being  the  chief  cause  of  complaint.  Those  which  have  not  already 
been  remedied  are  having  attention.  The  desire  of  all  the 
In.s|)ectors  who  have  been  appointed  to  this  District  recently  Is  that 
wherever  possible  the  water-carriage  system  should  be  adopted. 

The  Slaughter-houses  have  been  periodically  visited ;  these 
have  been  kept  lime-washed  and  in  a  cleanly  state. 

The  Market  has  been  visited  regularly  by  your  Medical  Ollicer 
and  myself,  also  the  contents  of  the  greengrocers’,  See.,  carts  used 
for  hawking  in  the  District.  Several  seizures  of  unsound  fruit  and 
lisli  liave  taken  place,  the  same  being  destroyed,  but  no  prosecution 
instituted. 

The  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  have  been  periodically 
visited.  These  have  been  duly  lime-washed  and  kept  In  a  cleanly 
state. 
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!•  ifty-threc  samples  of  milk  ha\e  been  taken  during  the  yi'ai  , 
the  quality  of  same  being  satisfactory. 

As  show  11  in  the  tabulated  statement,  it  will  be  observed  that 
the  ashpits  throughout  the  District  are  scavenged  regularly  and 
systematically,  as  is  showm  by  there  lieing  very  few-  applications 
for  the  services  ol  the  scavengers.  In  some  few  instances  there 
has  been  intimation  that  the  reluse  has  not  been  removed  imme¬ 
diately  it  has  been  taken  out  ol  the  ashjrits;  but  this  can  not  be 
arranged  without  .adding  largel}'  to  the  ex|)enditure  of  ih's 
ilepartment. 

I  lie  number  ol  times  the  District  has  been  scav’enged  has 
giaduall}'  increased  Irom  less  than  four  times  for  the  year  iSg:^ 
to  i6A  times  in  1904  and  16A  times  in  1905;  or,  say,  once  every 
three  weeks,  and  in  addition  there  are  now  325  pails  and  ashbins 
scavenged  weekly.
